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The laft Mail from Holland brought over a printed 
Account of the Sevennes, from which we have taken 
what % molt material, keeping to the Style of the Ori- 
ginal, that it may appear from what hand it comes, 


HE Sevennes in Languedoc, is a Moun- 
tainous Country,about 13 Leagues long 
and: as many broad; 3 of the Moun- 
tains are very high, viz. Efperou, PAu- 
zerre, and les Guals, which give rife to 
a great many little Rivers that run both into the 
Ocean and the Mediterranean ; the Allier falls into 
the Loire a little above Nevers, the Tar into the 
Garonne below Montauban, the Gardon and the 
Ardeche into the Rhofne, and the Herault and Vi- 
dourle difcharge themfelves into the Mediterranean. 
The Country is fertile in Chefnuts, Wine and Olives, 
bur does not produce much Corn. They keep their 


Chefnuts all the Year, being a fort of Bread ready © 


made, that affords Nourifhment, and is very agree- 
able to the Tafte. The People of the Upper Se- 
vennes are furnifh’d with Corn from Velai and Ge- 
vaudan, and thofe of the Lower Sevennes from the 
Lower Languedoc; and this they have in Exchange 
for their Chefnuts: They Sow a little Rye and 
Millet, have plenty of Turnips and other Roots, and 
every Houfe has a Garden well ftored with Herbs. 
They likewife breed great Droves of Sheep, Goats, 
and Swine, and when they are fatten’d, fell them 
in the Lower Languedoc. Thus it would be diffi- 
cult to reduce the Sevennes by Famine. The Hills 
are very near one another, and feparated only by a 
great number of {mall Rivers that water the Country, 
and the {pace between Hill and Hill is commonly fo 
natrow, ‘that 10 Men cannot pafs in Front. There 
is no drawing up an Army of 1000 Men in Barrallia, 
it being:impoflible to range the Battallions at due 
Diftances: ‘For if the Battallions fhould be drawn 
up in File, “to follow one another, the firft being 


broken, the reft would infallibly be fo too ; as has: 


been try’d a thoufand times in Defiles and narrow 
Paffages, im which the Vanguard being driven back, 
has diforder’d the main Body, and thar: the Rear- 
guard. If thofe then that command in the Sevennes, 
underftand the Art of War,they will draw the King’s 
Troops into thofe Straits, where too may beat rooo, 
aid 1000 Tén thoufand, Horfe would be wholly 
ufelefs in this Country, and do more hurt than good. 
The Inhabitants of rhe Sevennes are the beft Soldiers 
of France, they mannage their Fire-Arms very dex- 
teroufly ; will ftand a Fire as boldly as any Men, 
are excellent Sword-tnen, and will fight like Lyons. 
Abundance of them have been in the Service, and 
they. want neither Captains nor Soldiers. The Mar- 
fhal de Thoyras was born in the Sevennes in the 
Caftle of St. Jean du Gardon ; and the Count de 
Souches in Andufe. The Name of his Family was 
Darnoye,which he quitted for that of Souches, when 


he was made a Count of the Empire.He commanded: 


the Emperor’s Army in Germany,Hungary,and Flan- 
ders. When Montauban was befieg’d by Louis the 
13th, the Duke of Rohan fent thither a Regiment 


of Sevennois, commanded by Monfieur de Beauforc 
a Native of this Country. This Regiment confifted 
of 1200 Men, of which but 600 got into the City, 
the reft being oblig’d to retreat fighting. The Duke 
d’Angouleme, General of the Light Horfe, was or- 
der’d to follow them, and cut them off. The Duke 
overtook them in a Plain, as foon as they had fight 
of him,they caft themfelves into a Square Bartallion, 
and ftood firm to receive him. But he perceiving 
their Order and Refolution, durft not attack them, 
and was oblig’d to let them march off quietly, on 
condition only, that during 6 Months they thould 
not bear Arms for the Duke of Rohan. The 600 that 
entred into the Town made Sallies daily,and behav'd 
themfelves fo well, that they oblig’d Louis the 13th 
to raife the Siege of Montauban. And when the 
Duke de Rohan went out of the Sevennes to affift 
thofe of the Reformed Religion that were in Arms 
in the County of Foix, the Duke de Montmorency 
being inform’d of his March, pofted himfelf below 
Caftelnaudari, ina Place that was narrow and {ee 
with Vines, where the Duke muft of neceffity pafs. 
The Duke de Montmarency had 8000 Men Regular 
Troops, the Duke de Rohan had but 4000, moft of 
them Sevennois, yet the former was beaten, and the 
Duke de Rohan made his way into the County of 
Foix. In the Sevennes there are above 20000 Men 
able to carry Arms. The Duke de Montmorency, 
Governour of Languedoc under Louis 13, had 
always a ftanding Force; yet never durft enter 
into the Sevennes with his Army. And at divers 
times the King fent the Prince de Conde, and the 
Marfhals d’Eftrees and Themines with as great Body 
of Troops, yet they would not venture into that 
Country. Out of the Sevennes the Duke de Rohan 
fuccour’d the Provinces of Vivarois, Rouergue, and 
the Lower Languedoc. °Tis a Country that wants 
neither Arms nor Ammunition; for there are in it 
feveral Iron Mines and Forges, as alfo Saltpeter, 
Brimftone, and Charcoal, to makeGunpowder: And 
there are a great number of Workmen conftantly 
employ’d in thefe Mines and Powder-Mills, Had 
the Inhabitants of the Sevennes follow’d the Council 
of the Duke de Rohan, Louis the 13th had never 
made himfelf Mafter of their Country ; The Duke 
advis’d them not to fortifie any Places, but if the 
King thould come thither (and he did come in Per- 
fon after the taking of Rochelle,) to draw his Army 
among the Mountairis, where he was of opinion 
6000 Men might be too hard for 20000. But they 
fortified Alais, Andufe, and other Places in the 
Lower Sevennes ; which were taken from them, 
and fo their Forces were broken, and all their Coun- 
try brought under Subjection. The Sevennes is well 
peopled, the Men are Laborious, Sober, and Indu- 
ftrious ; they Weave a great quantity of Woollen 
Stuffs which are tranfported into Italy, Turkey, and 
Spain : And the Peafants are well made, and as well 
cloath’d ; are very Ingenious, and commonly fuc- 
ceed in what they undertake: Among too of them 
there is not 10 Papifts: In the Times of the Vaudois 
and Albigeois, the Savennes were full of thofe Re- 
fugees ; and Mezeray in his Hiftory owns,the whole 
Country profefs’d the fame Religion as the no 
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do-at this day. But the Crufades {er on foot by the 
Popes, extinguilh’d this celetial Fire in the sevennes 
and aimoft ail over France; icme Sparks remaind 
{till in che Embers, which broke out agein lito a 
Flame in the beginning of the Reformation: And 
in avery thort ume the whuie Couniry was Ke- 
form'd. i was in the Sevennes that the urit synod 
of the Reform’d Church was held, in a Cave within 
a Mile and half of Andufe. ‘Lhe Popes, by the, 
cruel Perfecurions they excited againtt the Vaudois 
and Albiguois in the Sevenies, tuppreis d the pud.ick 
Exerciie of the true Religion; and to give tic 
deeper Root to Popery, cha: gd the original Appel- 
lations of molt of the Lowns and V llages, chriiten- 
ing them by the Names of saints: Wheice it ceines 
tat no Province in France has io many Places cait d 
by Saints Names as the Savennes ; as St. Peter de 
Sale, St. Sterhen d’Anduie, St. Hippolite, ana I know 
not how many more. 

The Vaudois, under the Conduct of a Minifter 
(Monticur Arnaud Jand a Porter,return’d to their own 
Country in 1689, 3 years and a haif after. they hac 
been driven out of it, their whole number was but 
Soo, yet this handful of en made their way over 
the Mounrains that were counted imacceflable, and 
thro’ Deliles guarded by their Enemies, forc'd the 
Pafiisin fpight- of all Oppotition and got into their 
ows Gountry, fireading [error round them where- 
éver'they came. When rhe News of their Enterprize 
came into Forreign Parcs, “twas the general Talk 
thar they were a Pack of Fools that had a mind to 
rhrow away their Lives and ran into the Jaws of 
their Enemies.But when the King of France fent the 
Marquefs de Fequier¢s with 6000 Men of his beft 
‘Troops, and thar General was beaten-and driven 
out of the Vallies by a Force in all appearance fo 


contemptable, with the lofs of 15co Men, they were. 


fpoken of in anocher fti!e ; and tince that time we 
have feen God has preferv’d them in their Country, 
and does ftill preferve them there under his.adorable 
Protection. Wherefore now that Providence has put 
Arims‘into the Hands of the Reform’d in the Se- 
vennes, after they had undergone for 17 Yearsa 
moft crucl and barbarows Periccution ; And that 
they appear fo Daring and ful! of Relolution, ’tis to 
be hoped the Almighty will fight for them (as for- 
merly for the Maccabees, aud in our days for the 
Vaudois) againf: the great number of Regular 
Troops that are marching againft them.
